The brief continues: "It la safe 
to assume that the two alarming 
trends revealed in the Commission's 
report, far from being reversed, are 
becoming' evin more serious. We 
refer to the fact that over the years 
from 1943 to 1949 the proportion of 
university income derived' from 
student fe.cs has risen from 34.3 
per cent to 48 per cent and is still 
rising. Further, that over the same 
period of years and In spite of in- 
creaseci revenue from student fees 
the expenditure on- each student 
has had to bè; ;~Tedv«^j^Me^^^^ 
rising costs. Withlno^con^^ 
given for the reduced valiiè'of the 
dollar, the expenditure of Canadian 
Universities per student went idown 
from $515.00 in 1043 to $433.00^ in 
1949. Students are paying more 
and getting less than they were 10 
years-ago." 

The brief ends witli tlie rrqucnt 
that' the Recommendations of 
the Massey Report on National 
Scholarships be adopted. These 
recommendations Include a plan 
' of four different types of acholar- 
'ahlps. 

These are: I. 100 annual scholar 
ships of $1,000, teiiable for foiir 
year;, to be known as Canada 
Scholarships; 2. 250 National 
Scholarships anitually of $500, to 
be tenable for four years; '3. 2,000 
bursaries of $500 a year, tenable for 
four years; 4. a loan fund open to 
all students whose work Is accept 
able to the authorities of their 
universities.

During Practice Performance 



Revue rehearsals are sights that 
have to be seen io be believed. To 
anyone outside the fanka'of show 
biu^ëw^feârçt is nothing In a re; 
bêanâlTbui^eomplète confusion. To 
many in the hallowed ranks it is 
Just the same thing until, opening 
night, when everything (they hope) 
falls Into'place. Somehow, It always 
does. .The most experienced lords 
of the eniertalninent Industry are 
never qiilte sure how. . 

To watch pre-openlng confusion 
at its height, visit the rehearsal In 
which cast and technical crew come 
together with a crash and a. bang 
to coordinate their respective func- 
tions. (Sorry: "Naughty For Knovsi- 
cdge" is already past that stage. 
C^me back next year and sec It). 
Each group seems often to be 
somewhat ignorant ot the functions 
of the other. The actors feel that 
the technical crew is able ,to solve 
anj^^mUm,'; no matter: how rin- 
vol«aS?^mî* exists ' to ' be bossed 
around. ' " 

REVENGE 

Actors drop this belief after tho 
technicians retaliate by blacking 
out the stage during a crucial mo- 
ment of rehearsal. 

Show busineu, the actors tell 
you. Is a place where yott'have fun. 
There are times when the definition 
becomes a bit strained, but It Is true 
that the rigours ot rehearral .-tre 
quickly forgotten as loon as the 
Director's back is tamed. 



Actors take special delight in . 
horsing .around between rehearsal 
stints, and often during them, to 
the tolerant annoyance of everyone 
else. 

- REVUE SPECULS 

The Red and White Revue is a 
sort" of community enterprise. 
Everybody comes up with their 
own cute little ideas, which they 
invariably .put into effect- without 
telling anyone they a^e about to 
do it Sometimes the' effect Is 
chaotic, sometimes it is for the best, 
but always It is fun. 

Before stage routines are coin- 
pletely .worked .out, many unique 
pieces of staging are displayed. For 
instance, oije of . the c|st members

violently into his place at a table, 
A slight miscalculation' caused him 
to fall-' over * backward.

' LIGHTING . 

The worst horrors of early re- 
hearsals are caused by inexperience 
in the lighting technique.^ for thé. 
show (wandering spotlights, black- 
outs, etc.) and by scenery and stage 
ap'paratus scattered about the nar- 
row confines of the bacicstage re»' 
gions of Moyse Hall.
